a. General Cabell outlined the reasons why he had thought it 
desirable to calla special IAC meeting at this time to consider 
SNIE 11-8-57, The members then discussed and approved the draft 
estimate, as amended. (See Secretary's Note. ) 


b. In this connection, the members also noted that the next im- 
portant estimative step in this field would be to assess the probable 
operational readiness of a Soviet ICBM vehicle in the light of their 
estimate as to the probability of Soviet ICBM testing in SNIE 11-8-57, 
Mr. Kent suggested that this question could be considered in the 
forthcoming NIE 11-4-57 and Lieutenant Colonel Wilson stated that 
GMIC was in the process of preparing a contribution to NIE 11-4-57 
dealing with this problem. The members therefore agreed that this 
particular estimative problem should be treated through the medium 
of NIE 11-4-57 rather than in a separate paper.
